MRS. FRED FOLSOM 
DROWNED HERSELF 
IN THE PEA RIVER 


This community was shocked 
and thrown into mourning last 
Thursday morning when the word 
was flashed about that Mrs, Fred 
Folsom had drowned herself during 
the night in Pea River. 

It is said that Mrs. Folsom had 
intended to attend the tent meet- 
ing Wednesday night, but when her 
sister-in-law, Mis. Ross Clark, call. 
ed for her at her home before 
church time, Mrs. Folsom was 
grone, but Mrs. Clark supposed that 
she had gone on with some one 
else. However, when upon arriv- 
ing at the tent, and Mrs. Folsom 
was nowhere to be seen, Mrs 
Clark became uneasy and upon in- 
quiry, no one had seen her sister- 
in-law, 

After the service, Mrs. Clark 
and others went to Mrs. lolsom’s 
home, where no trace of the miss- 
ing woman was to be found. The 
alarm was quickly spread and a 
searching party combed the prem- 
ises and the whole neighborhood, 
but without result. Finally some 
of the party decided to go to the 
river, where a pair of shoes and a 
towel were found, bearing mute 
testimony of the tragedy that had 
been enacted. Boats were quickly 
secured and the river was dragged 
all during the night, but it was 
not until about eight o’clock Thurs- 
day morning that the body came 
to the surface among some drift, 
about 100 yards below the bridge. 
The body had been in the water 
too long to think of trying any 
method of resuscitation. The body 
was carried to Bonneau-Jeter’s 
undertaking parlor to be prepared 
for burial. | 

Mrs. Folsom had been in poor 
health for some time and was} 
known to have been very despond-| 
ent at times. In fact, it is said} 
that she had expressed a desire to 
die on several occasions, so it is 
thought by her friends and loved 
ones that brooding over her trou- 
bles had temporarily caused her 
mind to become deranged, result- 
ing in her self-destruction, 

Her husband, Fred Folsom, who 
has a government position, and 
who was in Clayton at the time, 
was notified and he arrived in EMa 
eary Thursday morning and was 
present when the body of his wife 
was discovered. 

Funeral services were conducted 


Friday ,morning at 10:30 at the 
Baptist Church, Rev. B. S. Frank-

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHHERBAS, the Legislature of 


Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, which 
proposed amendment is herein set 
out, and ordered that the election 
be held on the Second Tuesday aft- 
er the expiration of three months 
from and after the final adjourn- 
ment of the regular session at 
Which the sald amendment was 
Proposed, and 

" WHERBAS, as provided by Sec- 
tion 287 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, the Act proposing the amend- 
ment was not submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Governor but was 
valid upon {ts adoption by the Leg- 
islature without his approval, and 


Whereas, the Legislature ad- 


jJourned on Saturday the 25th day 
of July, 193 , and Tuesday, the 3rd 
day of November, 1931, is the sec- 
ond Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the said Leg- 
lature at which the amendment was 
proposed, and - 


WHBRBAS, notice of such elec- 


tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 


Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 3rd day of November, 1931, 
an election will be held at the sey- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama for the vote of the qual- 
{fled electors of the State of Ala- 
bama in the manner and form as 
required by law, upon the follow: 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, viz:— 


“ARTICLE XX-B. Section 1, 
The State is authorized to en- 
gage in the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte 
hance of public roads, highways 
and bridges in the State of Ala- 
bama. To this end and for these 
purposes, the State is authorized 
to appropriate funds and for con: 
structiona) purposes only the 
State is authorized also to issue 
and sell interest-bearing negot!- 
able State bonds in addition to 
those already authorized and sold 
under Article XX and XX-A, as 
amendments to the Constitution 
of 1901, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be 
{gsued under such denominations, 
humbers and series, and maturing 
at such times as may be pro- 
vided by law, and all such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six per cent per an- 
hum, payable semi-annually, and 
Shall be sold at a price not less 
than the par value thereof, 

Section 2, The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Depart- 
ment shall locate, construct and 
maintain highways, bridges and 
State trunk roads so as to con- 
nect each county seat with the 
county seat of the adjoining 
county by the most direct or 
most feasible route by a perma- 
nent road, having due regard for 
the public welfare, and shall con- 
nect the county seats of the sey- 
eral border counties at or near 
the state line with a public high. 
way in the border states. Pro- 
vided, that in counties which are 
divided into two or more judi- 
cial divisions in each of which 
regular terms of the circuit court 
are held, the places where said 
terms of court are held, shall 
likewise be connected with each 
other, 

Section 3. The proceeds of 
said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing and/or surfacing of 
Toads and constructing and/or 
repairing bridges, but not for 
maintenance or discharging of 
contract debts, liability or obliga. 
tions existing srior to the adop- 
tion of this amendment. 

Section 4. Highteen million 
four hundred twenty-five’ thou. 
sand dollars ($18,425,000.00) of 
the proceeds of said bonds shall 
be set aside by the Governor and 
apportioned in amounts of Two 
Hundred seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($275,000.00) to each of 
the respective counties of the 
State which must be expended 
by the State Highway Commis- 
sion or Highway Department in 
each of said counties for con- 
struction, which shall include 
hard surfacing, of existing and 
also new public roads and bridges 
therein, The remaining proceeds 
of said bonds shall be used for 
the construction, which shall in- 
clude surfacing, of existing, or 
new highways and constructing 
or repairing bridges in the State, 

Section 6. The proceeds of 
such bonds shall be kept sepa- 
Tate and apart from all other 
funds and no part of the same 
shall ever be used in honoring a 
Warrant not legally drawn against 
such proceeds, 

Section 6. There {ts hereby le- 
vied and every distributor, retail 


dealer or storer shall pay an ox 


cise tax of one cent per gallon 
upon the selling, distributing or 
withdrawing from storage for 
any use gasoline, provided, how- 
ever, that the excise tax Is not 
levied upon the sale of gasoline 
in interstate commerce, and pro- 
vided further that where this ex 
clse tax shall have been paid by 
a distributor or by a retall dealer 
or storer such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intention being 
that this tax shall not be paid 
but ones.

Principles Of Rate Making 
For Electric Service 


Explained By Legislative 
Investigating Committee On 
Public Utilities In Alabama 


N its report to the Alabama Legislature, July, 1931, the Joint Committee, 
appointed under House Resolution No. 80 for the purpose of investigating va- 
rious phases of rates, tax values, service, etc., of electric utilities in Alabama, 
gives a clear cut explanation of the underlying principles involved in making rates 
for electric service in Alabama. Believing this explanation will be of interest to 
our customers, we quote the following from the Committee’s report: 


“The principles inyolved in a system of rates for the various kinds of 
consumers of electricity, including industry, power and the various forms of 
domestic uses, are probably as little understood by the public as any question 
of equal importance. 


It is not practicable'for us to umdertake a lengthy discussion of these 
principles, but we will do so briefly. y 


The first duty of the rate maker is to ascertain what amount of income 
will be necessary for the utility to procure to enable it to pay its expenses of 
operation maintenance, depreciation, taxes, etc., and leave enough to pay a 
reasonable return on the fair yalue of the property used and useful in the 
public service. When this has been ascertained the big problem of dis- 
tributing this charge equitably among the various classes of users is faced. 
This problem presents many angles that must needs have material considera- 
tion; but we will not undertake to set them out. Suffice to say that our 
Public Service Commission devotes much time and investigation to these 
various angles, takes testimony of the utilities and the consumers and reaches 
its conclusions after full investigation and consideration, and after having 
heard the viewpoint of all interests involved. 


The conclusions of the Public Service Commission are always subject 
to be appesled to the Courts by either the utility affected, or any citizen 
interested. 


In this connection will say that the work of our Public Service Com- 
mission in this respect seems to be thorough and efficient and its findings 
fair to the public and the utility.”

1S MY FAMILY’'S DIET ADE- 
QUATE? 

“Spend food money wisely” is 
always good advice. Wspeecially in 
times of economic stress must it 
be heeded. There is evidence, how- 
ever, that even in prosperous 
times many families do not have 
the proper food to insure good 
health and physical efficiency, Fail- 
ure of a child to grow as it should, 
soft and malformed teeth, poorly 
shaped bones resulting in bad pos- 
ture, indigestion, constipation, get- 
iting old before one’s time, and a 
lowered resistance to disease are 
all conditions caused largely by un- 
satisfactory diet. It is necessary 
only to look about among the pin- 
ple with whom one comes in con- 
tact to learn how frequent these 
instances of poor health are. Tu- 
herculosis finds a foothold most 
readily among undernourished in- 
dividuals. Pellagra, rickets and 
other dietary-deficiency diseases 
are all too often encountered. 

The following is a family food 
guide which summarizes in a con- 
venient form an adequate low-cost 
diet. Tt serves as a check for the 
homemaker who is in doubt as to 
whether her family is obtaining 
the necessary protective foods: 

Every meal: Mill for children, 
bread for all. 

Every day: Cereal in porridge 
or puddings; potatoes; tomatoes 
(or oranges) for children; a green 
or yellow vegetable; a fruit or 
additional vegetables; milk for all. 

Tavo or four times a week: To- 
matoes for all; dried beans and 
peas or peanuts; eggs (especially 
for children); lean meat, fish or 
poultry or cheese, : 

These minimum basic rations 
should be supplemented whenever 
possible with green leafy and other 
vegetables, eggs, poultry, butter 
more milk and lean meat. With 
proper management, the home 
warden, the cow, the pig and the 
hen will furnish most of these 
foods for a small outlay of cash.
